Lucifer, an 
an go! possessed of great beauty nml 
wisdom, mm placed In Eden to oversee 
and Instruct Use perfect human pair.

"Thou imsl been in Eden, the garden of 
God; thou art the anointed cherub that 
t-overeth |o!TlriaUy appointed lo net os 
man'* ovrrscort; and 1 liave set thee so, 
Thou w*st perfect in thy ways from the 
day that thou vrast created, till iniquity 
was round in thee."—Ezekiel as: lA-iy. 

Selfish ambition entered Lucifer'# heart 
and be reasoned thus; "I am far greater 
than man. Why lias not God granted 
mo an exclusive dominion?" Jealousy was 
in his heart, lending him to determine to 
gatn control of the perfect man and woman 
and all their offspring, and thus establish 
a dominion of Ills own. in bis heart he 
meditated; "1 will ascend Into heaven; I 
will exalt my throne above the star* of 
God. I will sil also upon the mount of 
the congregation In the sides of the north. 

1 will axevuri above the heights of tbo 
clouds. I will bo like the Most High.” 
(Isaiah 14:13, 14) Here Lucifer fell from 
God’s favor, ond. losing his beauty of 
character, became Satan, designated as 
"that old serpent, the devil”—-tlie author 
and Instigator of all the wickedness that 
has cursed mankind. 

God hod commanded that Adam and 
Eve should not eat of certain fruit in the 
Garden of Eden, saying. "In the day that 
thou eatest thereof thou shalt surely die." 
(GenesU 2:17) To accomplish his selfish 
purpose, Satan seduced Eve by convincing 
her that God was lying and thereby de¬ 
priving them of their Jast rights by not 
permitting them to cat of the forbidden 
frnlt. He mid to Eve "God doth know 
that In the day ye cat tiim-j ( your eyes 
tba.ll be opened; end ye shall be as gods, 
knowing good and evil. Ye shall not 
surety die.” (Genesis 3.4. 5) This was 
tho first Ue ever told. (John 8:441 
Mother Eve fell under the false repre¬ 
sentations: and then Satan put the thought 
into her mind to Induce Adam likewise to 
violate the command of God. by suggesting 
to bis mind that if be did not follow her 


course they would be forever separated. 
And so Adam wilfully violated the com¬ 
mandment of Gad. Thus Allan bod 
broken down the will of the perfect pair 
and auiininj control of them by Injecting 
ovtl thoughts into tile mind. 

The Judgment of God followed swift !y 
upon Adam and Eve. They were driven 
from their home in Eden into the un¬ 
finished earth, there to earn llielr bread 
In the sweat of their face. In sorrow Kvr 
muse boar her children. In pronauneltm 
Oils Judgment. Jehovah said to Salim 
*‘l will put enmity between thee and the 
woman, and between thy seed and her 
teed; It shall brtLse thy bend, and thou 
•halt bruise bts heel.” (Genesis 3 1.31 
There God definitely declared that there 
would be two seeds, the serd of the 
woman and tbo seed of Satan; and that 
feom that day forward there would bo 
enmity Itctwccn the two.

7:1-5) The proof of this, which fol- 
Inwt, explains all (lie religious In¬ 
to) era are and wicked persecution of 
Christians In tbe earth during tbe 
past nineteen hundred years. 

ANGELS IN CONTROL 

Satan was deprived of bis position as 
overseer of man, _4dnm having lost his 
right of dominion there was none In the 
earth with authority. Horrified at the 
results of Lucifer's wrongful course, tlie 
angels of heaven (sons of God! desired to 
uplift titan; and God permitted tlirsn to 
attempt tl;o task, [Hebrews 2:3; Genosls 
0:1-6) TJiexe anpels ucro granted the , 
power to materialum In human form and £ 
to assume dominion over tiio affairs of ' • 
earth. Satan determined that he would 
not be thwarted lu bis purpose. ITttii 
malignant heart be set about to red lira 
these angels, his former companions In 
glory, and through them to retain control 
of man. Bo put it into their minds to 
lake wives from amongst the daughters of 
men. which the)- did, thereby leaving their 
lofty estate. Thus Solan caused the 
angels lo sin and fall. The otf-prlng of 
this unholy alliance and their progenitors 
fiilcd the earth with violence; and God 
announced his determination to destroy 
all flesh in the earth. This ha did la 
tho great Deluge. 

Noah and family, eight In oil,not having 
been crmtauiJnoted by these evil ones, re¬ 
ceived favor hi God's sight and were saved 
In tlie ark wblcb Noah bullded #t Urn 
direction of Jehovah. Having power to 
materialize, this host of angels also hart 
the power to dematcriafiie and again 
assume spirit bodies. Hence, when tbe nrvul 
Dclugo mine, they were not destroyed. 

Tito lllble plainly tells us that they wore 
restrained Of their liberty, being confined 
In the darkness of the atmosphere near 
tho earth. "God spared not the angels 
that idcnert. but cast, thorn down to 
tartan k, and delivered them Into chains 
of darkness, to be reserved unto Juilg* 
ment." (2 Peter 2:4) "Tlie angel# which 
kept not their first estate, but left their 
own habitation, he hath reserved In 
everlasting chains, under darkness, until 
the Judgment of the great day.” (Jude m 
In this coudttlon Of restraint, os tbe Lord 
declared, they were to bo kept until their 
judgment day. In the Interim they have 
not teen permitted to oastnsu human 
form. God has arranged that when the 
time of their dual judgment arrives, they 
must be released and granted more power, 
because It is repugnant to bis way of 
dealing to put one on trial who la already 
undergoing a sentence. Since the great 
Deluge, they have bad power to com- 
muaicato with the human race ouly 
through tbe Instrumentality of will¬ 
ing mediums; and In this respect their 
power bai decidedly Increased In 
recent rears.

In the Scriptures, Satan Is designated 
ax "the princo of devils' 1 or demons.

"ThereIs no death." The theory that 
every man has an Immortal soul finds 
Its only basis ill (Ills He of Hsian. 
Without that falsehood, tho doctrine of 
I'lcmnl torture could never have found a 
lodging place in the minds of reasonable 
men. Satan tins ever kepi, before itinu's 
mini! that- the dentl oro alive—even more 
ho I Inin before death. Tho evil spirits, 
styled demons, under tho control of 
Satan, linvc aided him in rurrybig out tills 
grv.it falsehood. They are referred to in 
the Scriptures as "lying spirits,"

soul, Tire Bible’s description of tlie 
manner of his creation reads: "Tho Lord 
God formed nun of tho (lust ofth* ground, 
arid breathed into Ills nostrils tho breath 
of life; ami mau became a living soul." 
(Genesis 2:7) A soul is » living, hrealhing 
creature. Tlie word "soul” t«synonymous 
with the word "bring." Every being 1 # a 
siittl. God declared. “Tlio soul (hat sln- 
nefli it shall die." (Ezekiel in: 4) An Im¬ 


mortal crcattiro cannot die. Satan him¬ 
self Is not immortal, because he will be 
destroyed. (Hebrews 2:11} Tim A)k«iIc

When Cod mntle tho low covenant With 
Israel, he safcvuni (li-tJ thou u Halted. Ihe 
demons by providhic In the Mornl<* Inw 
Glut uny one who would consult witches, 
wlxards or mediums should In- put to 
dentil, (Exodus 22.IS: Leviticus iu.:il: 
20:0, 27) Saul, the king of Israel, became 
ovll, and God withdrew Ills favor frotu 
him. Tbt* king thin nought llic witch 
of F.niior. a spiritualistic medium, to 
consult her. He disguised himself so 
lliat she would not f«tr being put to 
death when he came to Interview her. 
The demons on this occasion liuiwrmnnted 
the Prophet Samuel, who was dead: they 
Ued to Saul and caused Ms overthrow. 
Tbo (alien spirits are not only well 
Informed in respect to oil tho aUalrs of 
earth, but they are also adepts lu deceit. 


Tlie method# used by the evil spirits 
through Hie nuxtlutn at Ktulor were shn- 
li.ir lutliosu In usetoday. (1 ham.28:7-20) 
From tho days of the Flood mull now 
these evil ones have been abln to Ooin- 
oiiuifmte only with thowi who willingly 
tubmit themselves to llielr itilhipnce. 
Borne have become willing mediums. 
The demons often influence tlio mind of a 
human being, causing Insanily Or lunacy. 
When Jesus was on earth, lilt cart out 
many of iJk-su demons, as did also tlio 
tposile*.— bi-u Matthew u.32. hi, 10S: 
12.22; Mark 5:1-20: 0:17-27, l.ukc U .TS-J2.

Jehnruh (lromlwst Ahrolmtn and 
Sarah turn they aliould have an heir who 
would he a child of promise. Satan sought 
hi vain to contaminate tUi* serd by has lug 
Sarah debauched liy Pharsob. an instru¬ 
ment of the devil. In time, Esau be¬ 
came an heir to the promise. Satan in¬ 
duced Esau to sell his birthright to Jaoob. 
and then put it in tho mind of Esau to 
kill Jacob. 

God then nwtle promise to Jacob that 
his offspring would bo Identified with the 
Weed of promise: and God organized tha 
nation of Israel and recognized them as hu 
UK) no other people, and to Israel was 
given tiie promise. Satan thereupon in¬ 
jected into tbe minds of the pooplo of every 
natlun round about Israel lbo de-dro to 
destroy God’s chosen peoplo; and from 
time to time they mode war upon the 
Israelites- The Lord manifested his 
power in delivering them so long as that 
nation was faithful Co him. Finally tho 
11 remise was confined especially to the 
house of David, and, being Influenced by 
Satan. Saul was poxased of a fiendish 
desire to kill David, which ho many times 
attempted to do. Tho Scriptures clearly

Sulim rrrng- 
nizvd him ux tlio Seed and Immediately 
put It into tbo mind of King Herod to 
kill tbs young child; nml to accomplish 
this purpose, tlm Icing caused all the 
children of jiidan, under two years of age. 
to bo slaughtered. 

THE SEED OF PROMISE 

God made prom Ian that tho “Seed of 
the woman” should not only bruise the 
serpent's bead, but should ultimately 
destroy the "Seed of tlie scrpenl.” estab¬ 
lish a government Of righteousness in the 
earth, and bring blessings tu all the 
groaning creation. He specifically made 
ibis promise to Abraham, saying. "In thy 
seed shall all tbo nations of tbo earth be 
blessed." (Genesis 2'2:t-1S) Tbo Apostle 
Paul particularly Identifies Ibis promise 
with Jesus and (he rtmrrh—the mom- 
bets of bis body—denominating such 
as tbe "Seed of lit* woman," as 
promised. (Galatian# 3:10. 27-20) 
The development, of this Seed began when 
Jesus consecrated at tbe Jordan and 
was there bitplhted. He immediately 
went into tbe wilderness and Satan, recog¬ 
nizing Jesus os the "Seed." sought the first 
opportunity to destroy him. (Matthew 
4:1-11) When Jem# died upon the cross. 
Satan doubtless thought he had succeeded 
In hi# purpose to destroy tho ’’Seed.” 
Subsequently, however. Jesus arose from 
the dealt and ascended Cm high. That was 
a surprise and dlsnppuhiltiunt to Satan.

Development of the spiritual “Seed” 
according to the promise begun with tbe 
baptUiu of Jesus at tho Jordan, .Satan 
understood chut the "Seed ' of promise 
was a seed only according to the flesh. 

1 und continued In this tboujjfiic :mtll Jesus 
aroso from the dead. Then be began to 
get more light upon God's purposes. At 
Ecu: wort tie u« I bo beginning of the selec¬ 
tion of men to whom It wn# declared tiiat if 
they would prove (altt.ful unto death they 
shuuld bo of the "seed” ammluig to the 
promise, this "seed" being designated a# 
the church, or body of Christ. Thereupon 
Satan set alxvut to devlso ways and means 
ro otrset tho "Seed" of prumuo by de¬ 
veloping a “3ee<l" of Jfigown; and in duo 
time ho hart his ".lik'd” In full op,*rotlon. 

Antichrist mrnus iRalusl Christ, or 
Instead of Christ. The Clcist —-Jesus, 
the Head, and tho members of the church. 
Ids body—tn'init tho "Seed" n.' -.irding to 
tlie promixi’. il follows th »t Satan's • 1 Seed . ‘ * 
wbliti clmms to ho In plueo of Christ, U 
against fbnse.Oierefnro Anti eliriit.

Ambition was the cause of Inrilrr be. 
coming Satan, and Savin has ever sought, 
to put tha sumo ambitious desire fntn the 
mind of one be would control. Satan is 
an autocrat, and crery autocrat has 
been one of Satan'# tools. Home, having 
become a world power, began to lore that 
power under tho rulemitp of Constantine. 
Christianity was on tho increase. Satan 
desired (o corrupt Christianity and to 
establish a counterfeit of Christ’s king¬ 
dom. Be Induced tho autocratic Con¬ 
stantine to believe that if be would profess 
Christianity, tills would result heoeflciaUy 
to his kingdom. And Consign line did 
profess Christianity. Thereby Satan 
accomplished a two-fold purpose, 
fir-, the corrupting of Christianity by 


uniting rirn and ecclesiastical power, 
and tlirrr began (lie development of 
hl< own "Peed." the Antichrist. 

In Cotu’SO of lime. Ihigan Rome become 
Pupal Romo amt dominated the peoples of 
the earth. The following quotation from 
Lord's Old Roman World, showing how 
Satan corrupted the early Christian 
Church by uniting politics and religion, 
nmi established his own "Seed,” wUl bo 
read with Interest:

“ft irti# not till the Fourth Century— 
when Cimslanlloe teas eotivrrted: when 
the clmrrh wax nllled with tlip state, when 
the early fnHIi was Itrelf corrupted: when 
supemHlon and vain philosophy had 
entered the rallies of the faithful; when 
h(sho|M became courtiers; when churches 
became bulb rich and splendid; when 
synod# were brought, under political In¬ 
fluence; when iiiunarhlsts [monks) hmt 
established a false principle of virtue; 
when polities ami dogmatics went, baud In 
hand, and emperor# cuforcod the tleetws 
of Icburrhl eniniell^—that- men of rntil; 
entered llic church. When Christianity 
became the rclluion or the court and of the 
fashionable rlasan. H was used to support 
the very evils against which It originally 
protested. The church was not only iai- 
preytinted with the errors of Pagan 
philosophy, but it adnpted many of the 
ceremonies of oriemaj worship, which 
were both minute and magnificent. 

"Tlio eleqo-, ambitious and worldly, 
sought rank and distinction. They even 
thronged tho courts of princes and uxplred 
to temporal honors. They were no 
longer supported by tha voluntary con¬ 
tributions of tlie faithful, but by revenues 
supplied by government, or property In¬ 
herited from (he old Ipaganl temples. 
Great- leyue'e# vrorv made to the church 
by tho rich, and ilieso tiie clenn - *'ju. 
trolled. Th.-e beomsTS beeutne sourer# 
cl lm-Ginib.llt.te wealth. As weallli Iti- 
rnra-«l nml #:< lnlrusietl to the clergy 
they Irounr liidlltcvciit to the want# of 
tlie people—no longer supported by (hem. 
They lieeamu hir,>. acropunt and imic- 
tientlenl. Tho (icoiile were shut otu of 
Ihe government of the ehurrh. Thu 
bishop bciitnin u grand personage. who 
eouirulltvl und appoimi'd til, clergy- 
The ehurrh wn# silled with tbe nt»ti . 
nml retlgluiis dogmasneruGUfOfvrd by ibu 
sword of the nuivis! rate. 

".An Imptwliuc liii'rarrhy was extab- 
Uslicd, of various grades, whieh eulmlii 
ap’d in (lie Hi-liop of Rome. The Eni- 
peror th.'Idea paints of foilh. and »hii 
clergy were rxemptrd from Hip burdens 
of ilin state. There was a great fiuekliiB 
»o tho prlrsilv utfiee* when the clergy 
wielded so much iKiwer and became so 
rich: and turn viero devouvl io great, 
sees P'(«hoprle*|, uut because of their 
Piety or talents, tint liy their bllUriMv 
with (hr great. The inl,.dH of th« 
rhurrh was lost sight of la a degrading 
alliance with the state. Christianity 
was u pageant, n nltiullsiu, on ai-iu of the 
state, a imn pullosophy. a supentitluu, 
ufonnula ” 

The ktrlpruiT* sliow that the "Seed of 
the wnmnn" is The Christ—Jesus tho 
Head, and tlio church his body, .resin 
himself designate* tho members of his 
church #* a "little flock." (I.uko i2:;»2) 
tVhcn Satan organized Ids "Sei-d." he bad 
the Bljhop of Romo made Ute fund, desig 
uathifi 1dm ns I'ope, who assumed the 
title of Vicegerent of Christ, or tiio Onu 
reigning In Christ '# stead: and the cartliuai, 
and bishops and clergy In general are 
designated a# (ho "hierarchy.” composing 
the "tittle flock": while nli those who conio 
Into ttiu Papal Bystem ate in feet "children 
of tlio church.” Tho hierarchy b tho 
sacred governing body of (he system, tho 
word "church" being applied to tlte critic.. 
system. Murphy, a well kno.ra Catbofi,■ 
author, in The Chair of Peter (page 
304), says: "Tho hierarchy Is tho body 
of clergy of divine institution, governing 
tlie church: and. wulcihiod by tba Council 
of Trent, is eompused of bishops, priest, 
and deacon*, or ministers.” 


"GREAT SHELLING WOODS” 

The Pope, the head of tho "Bead" of 
Satan, la the earthly spokesman for that

■ hat dwoll in heaven," (Revelation 13-5. U) 
Monslgnor Cupel, a Roman Catholic 
writer of note give# a fist of high-sounding 
titles elatmwl by the Pope, of which the 
following ore samples:

“Chief of tiio Universal Church" 

“Vicar of Christ" 

“Key-bearor of tho Kingdom of Heaven" 
"Ruler of tho Rouse of the Lord"

"Christ by Unction" 

"lnfeUlbie Pope"

In all 
things that I list my will is to stand for 
reason, for I om able by the law to dls-, 
pens* above the law, and of wrong to make I 
tunire fat correcting laws and clmngiog 
them. Wherefore, If those thing ,, that I 
do be sold not to be done of man. but of 
God—WHAT CAN YOG MAKE ME 
BUT GOD? Again, if prelates of the 
church be called and counted of Constan¬ 
tino for gods, I then, being above all pre¬ 
lates, seem by tills reason to be ABOVE 
AJLLi GODS. Wherefore, no marvel If It 
be In my power to ohango time, and times, 
to alter and abrogate laws, to dispense 
with all things, yea, with the precepts 
of Christ.** 


COUNTERFEIT MILLENNIUM. 

Jehovah provided that when all the 
members of tho bride of Christ have been 
selected, then tho Union of Christ and bis 
bride aliall toko place and his Millennial 
reign shall begin for tho blessing of man¬ 
kind, Which time Is now near at hand. 
The "Seed'' of premise will then begin tho 
blessing of the families of earth.

Ilia word is 
promptly and willingly obeyed by hun¬ 
dreds of minions of pcoplo spread (hrmutn- 
out the giobo. He can ordar and direct 
the consciences of three uttUllrudes. Bn 
can say: These aro your religious tenets: 
those mu*t be your social sentiments; and 
suddenly be Is obeyed. His power there¬ 
fore for good is immeasurable. 

‘'Kings and emperors ore tho divinely 
ordained guardians of social order end 
directors of social well-being, Just as the 
lrudcrs of religious bodies are thn divinely 
orduined moderators of eonneiemv. Bat 
Just Os kings and emperors can lrnvo their 
beneficent, influence In tha rrll';::ms order, 
so can spiritual guides help and promote 
the social weal. 

•'Tho Pope’s range of power Is the vast¬ 
est of all. and consequently tlie |>osribU- 
Ulos of the good be may do are the most 
far-roarjitog. I think It Imperii rite 
therefore that be be put In a position 
to freely accomplish all the good of 
wblcb ho Is capable. He mint be 
liberated from bis self-imposed Im¬ 
prisonment In the Vatican. Atl the 
trammels that surrouud and harass 
him In his dally life must be removed, 
so that he will then be at liberty to 
fight the common enemies. Socialism 
and Irretlglon. Then he will bo In a 
position to make his voice beard In the 
Interests of peace, when nations go to 
war without Just motive, and la the 
Interest of humanity, when acts of 
cruelty or Injustice are being any¬ 
where committed, 

"I have meditated long and deeply or 
this subject. The fact that to praoecuplon 
mo so much convinces mo that t nm In¬ 
spired to take action In I he matter. 
H Is like ono of tho voices that Socrates 
had about: with him which whispers In 
my ear that this also Is ray mission to 
remedy tho Pope's position end open up 
tho field for his ranso of well-doing. It 
daily urges mo lo act. Whether I shall 
succeed or not it is beyond my power to 
foretell. Judging from 
tho dreumstnnrcs. (beta 
Is every cvlameo tlrnt 
success should nut be mit- 
sido tho bound* of possi¬ 
bility. I am going to do 
my utmost, and morn than 
this no man can do. 

"I feel tor the moment 
that 1 have no other Con¬ 
crete and practical mission 
before me. To succeed In 
such an undertaking would 
be a climax and a crowning 
worthy of any tuna's tile. 
As I say. I hill ener¬ 
getically attempt It. Tbo 
small preternatural 
voice unmistakably spurs 
me on, and I think than 
this no berter augury of 
success could bo desired. 

"For tills moment I can 
say no more, and It dow 
not behoove mo to ho too 
explicit, about my plana. 
They are already laid, and 
my Immediate actions will 
be a developmen t o f them. 
Their result will ho their 
justification, and It will 
also be tho Justification of 
many nets In the taut, 
which may have seemed 
strange and un account aide 
to my good Ibmmnut 
subjects, hut mud, had 
their motive and their 
origin in o desire to ac¬ 
complish great and endur¬ 
ing events. 

“I aliall not dio until 
my ends in tills regard ore 
attained. Death otbar- 
wise would find a void In 
my Oxutenco; and 1 feel 
within me that I have not 
been born In vaht." 

8TBANGE BEDFELLOWS 

Tho receut action ortho Pope, when ihe 
German autocrat was driving back ilm 
unifies of Italy, is x<*>d proof that lbe 
Papal head and the Kaiser have an under¬ 
standing. The numerous attempts of the 
Pope to bring about peace Is number 
proof of such understanding, and that 
he Is trying to carry out exactly whet 
Emperor william set forth In tho above 
statement. Furl her more, close ob¬ 
serving people have Tor years noticed 
tbo desire of Popaoy to control 



American Insulations. Wo now warn 
the American people who lore liberty 
and religions freedom to beware or 
tbe subtle power of (be Fapacy. work¬ 
ing under cover, to control America 
through Its rarlous channels and or¬ 
ganizations. It Is tbo work of Ihe 
wily Adversary. Thousands of good 
people In the Protestant churches of 
America Love been asleep, while their 
shepherds—tbe el orgy—ambitious for 
power and recognition, have been 
deliberately eeBlog them Into tbe 
hands or the Papacy. Hence the com¬ 
bined forces Of the Catholic and Protes¬ 
tant systems, constituting tho "Seed" of 
Satan, join in the persecution of those 
who now proclaim the truth, and be It 
known that thin persecution on their part 
will increase to tbo extent ef their power. 
But before they accomplish all their 
wicked purposes, wo doom It a duty to 
sound this solemn warning to tho people. 

WHAT IS BABYLON? 

Tho word "Babylon" originally meant 
gateway lo God. Afterward, in derision, 
it came to signify confusion, because at 
Babel the tan guano of mac won confused. 
The ancient dty of Babylon typed Mystic 
Babylon. Mystic Babylon is described 
in Revelation 17: l-fi as "Babylon the 
great, th a mother of harlots and abomina¬ 
tions of the earth." Tbe Papal system 
Is the mother of harlots. The term 
"mruluT of harlots" signifies her daughters 
are likewise harlots. In tbe larger dense, 
then, the word applies to ecclesiasUcism 
os a whole—tbe Catholic and Protestant 
systems -not tlio people. Harlotry 
means the nnlawfnl relationship be¬ 
tween ecclesiastical and civil powers. 
Tho Lord hero fu retold that) the "Seed of 
the serpent" would spill the blood of the 
true saints, saying. "I saw tho woman 
drunken with the blood of the saints and 
with tire bleed of tbe martyrs of Jesus." 
Throughout the greater part Of the Gospel 
ago. the "Prod of tho woman," the saints, 
havo been In capl ivlty to Babylon. Many' 
are still there, and to these wo sound this 
warning. The Lord foretold that iho 
separation and deliverance would tote 
place at the end of tho Gospel age. which 
is designated as a harvest time. This har¬ 
vest began, according to the Scriptnre 
chronology. In JS78. Since then, the true 
saints of the Lord, whether in the Papal 
or Protestant systems, have lieou fleeing 
oat of Babylon anil iicing gathered by tho 
Lord Into a condition of closer fellowship 
with him. 

DEMONS IN BABTLON 

The Scriptures also indicate that there 
will he marvellous activity amongst the 
demons at the end of the Gospel age. We 
are now in that tiroo. Jams declared their 
deceptions would bo such that, If It were 
possible, even the elect (the promised 
"Seed") would hr deceived. BotOodmll 
not permit this deception to prevail. Re¬ 
ferring to the cjo 60 of the age. the Rovclator 
sold, "Babylon tbegmic la fallen, and Is 
become tbe habitation of devils 
(demons). (Revelation 18.2) These 
demons, working under Batan, the chief 
ef devils, have found a fertile field of 
operation In Babylon. It la a well-known 
fact that the Czar of Russia was under 
the wicked Influence of tbo demons, who 
operated on bis mind for years through 
Rasputin the pro-r.crmao medium to be¬ 
tray and wreck Russia In fovoref tbo Kaiser 
The Czar was head or the Greek Church, a 
port or Babylon—a port of rite "Seed" of 
Satan. The foregoing eiatrmcnt of the 
Kaiser shows that be hears tho voire 
of tbe demons speaking to him, which 
spun him on to msko n great effort to 
restore tbe Pope to temporal power. 

In revolt years clergymen have been 
accepting spiritualism, or deraoutom. 
Bishop Fallows, of tho Reformed Epis¬ 
copal Church, dismissing ft recently, toys: 
"In the years to cnaie 'he science of Com¬ 
munication with tlio dead will bo made a 
part of the curriculum of great educa¬ 
tional Institutions. I have called thn new 
science Tuimortaltsm' brtouxo it depends 
for Its existence upon tho Immortality of 
the soul, in which wo all hcllove, and the 
proeervatiou of Identity beyond the 
grave." Both Catholic and Protestant 
systems adhere strictly to the doctrine 
of inherent Immortal II y. They now adopt 
spiritualism, daimiiig to communicate 
with the dead, n* conclusive proof of their 
position. By doing (his. they accept 
the He that Batan (old—"Ye shall not 
surely die"—and deny God and Jesus 
sod the teachings or all the apostles. 

Accenting the dovtl's falsehood, many 
men of great mental capacity have been 
deceived; among them such men as Sir 
Oliver Lodge, Sir A. Coimi Doyle, Stead. 
Funk. Crookes, Meyers, Gurney, Dodg- 
snu. and many others. They get. responses 
from tho ouija board, tlio plnnrhettft; they 
hear voices and mark many other phenom¬ 
ena. which "proves" to them that they 
are communicating with tho dead. With¬ 
out a doubt they see and hear all this 
demonstration, but Ibe? are hot com¬ 
municating with the spirit* of dead 
men- They are communicating with 
the evil demons abore described- The 
honesty of these men Is not questioned, yet 
their "proof" falls flat If we accept the 
Diblo as true. Tbe great majority of 
ihe clergy of Babylon, however, are 
higher critics and evolutionists, and 
therefore repudiate the Inspiration of 
the Scriptures and refuse the Bible's 
testimony. William E. Coleman In 
Tile Ezocrcsrira Thin ter, the Chief organ 
of Spiritualism in America. says: "Spiritu¬ 
alism dctroys all fear of death. Death is 
shown to be a btexxlug.'* To this tho 
clergy agree. The BUile. on the coutrary. 
says that death Is On enemy: ‘TlotChristj 
must reign till ho hath put all enemies 
under his feet; the last enemy that shall 
ho destroyed to death.'* <1 Corinthians 
1525, 20) Further quoting Mr. Coio- 
nion: "The dogmas Of tho vicarious atone¬ 
ment and the forgiveness Of 91ns are over¬ 
thrown by Spiritualism," 8ataa has al¬ 
ways sought to overthrow this vital truth. 
The overwhelming majority of modern 
clergy men reject the doctrine of tbe 
vicarious atonement, denying that 
the blood of Jesus bought (be human 
race. Continuing, Mr. Coleman rays: 
"Liberal Christianity, Colvcrealism, Unl- 
la rhmfcm , ClC., SOreJy wounded t)u> devil, 
but Spiritualism completely killed him 
and buried him Out Of sight. beyond all 
hope of resurrection " And this inns:, of 
Ihe clergymen accept as truth, deny tug 
tlio existence, of a personal devil erven ax 
they do or a personal Savior. Thus tbe 
devil is practising "caniouUapo" by mak¬ 
ing it appear that ho do longer exists, 
while lu reality be la playing bis last 


card In hi* effort lo deceive and to 
destroy the "Setd” of promise- Satan 
knows we have reached the end of the 
world. Bet* muktoc his last desperate 
Stand to control the earth. He Is 
using all the members of hfs "Seed" 
In this titanic effort. Through the 
Pope and tbe Kaiser he Becks to over¬ 
run tbe world- Be ploys his children, 
tho clergy, to deceive and draw away 
the minds of the people from the 
Blhle. His subjects, the demons, now 
being loosed from prison, oed inhab¬ 
iting Babylon, wilt produce a great 
cataclysm; and every nation that to 
controlled by Satan's ‘‘Seed** will 
(all Into tbe "great tribulation’* foretold 
by our Lord. 

TITFTB JUDGMENT 

As above shown, tho Judgment of these 
demons must tako place at tbs end of tbe 
age. That Judgmatic to now at hand; for 
the end of tho ago la here. Tho mighty 
men of Babylon (tho clergy), having re¬ 
pudiated the Hlbln, God has perm if ted 
the demons to find In them a randy medium 
of operation. Thu omuity between the 
"9ocd" of Baton and the "Seed of tho 
woman” hue renrjied a climax. Tbe 
demons, finding a habitation In tho minds 
of those who control iUbylon and who 
const!cute tho "Seed" of Satan, will exer¬ 
cise their Overy power to destroy tlio 
"Seed" of promise. Many will be sur¬ 
prised that the orthodox Clergy o f mu- day 
aro thus ensnared. We are reminded tbit 
the clergy of Jesus' day find a parallel fas 
the present time. The ecclesiastics Of 
tbe Jewish system, the scribes and 
Pharisees, are duplicated In tbe clergy 
of tbe ecclesiastical systems or our 
time. These bare denied the words ef 
the Master, tbe blood or Joses and the 
resurrection of the dead. They say thn 
dead are not dead, and therefore cannot he 
resurrected; and since man hi a creatnro 
of evolution. they claim, they thereby 
deny the noctooHy of a ransomer. They 
have aecepied Batan's lie in preference to 
God's troth. To chem Jesus says, tharo- 
fore: "Why do you not understand my 
speech? Even because you cannot hear 
my word. Ye are of your father the devil, 
and tho lusts of your father yc trill do.

when the Jews returned to Jerusalem, 
■nich would be certain proof that bto 
kingdom was being set up. Referring toi 
lha Jews, ho sold. "They shall fall by tbo 
edge uf the sword nnd shall tie led away 
captive Into all nations; and Jerusalem 
shall bp trodden down of tho Gentiles 
until (he times of the Gentiles be 
fniniled.'* 

Tim "Gentile times" have ended and the 
Jews have returned to Palestine exactly 
on time. The Scriptures show u parol*:: l 
between the Jewish and the Gospel ogee. 
Tho Jewish ago began with tbo death of 
Jacob: and God's favor began to bo with¬ 
drawn from tlio Israelites at the time of 
tho Lord's triumphant entry Into Jerusalem 
In H3 A. D.—exactly ls-45 years after the 
birth of tho Jewish nation. Forty years 
later, tu tho Sitting of 73 A.D., tbo tost 
bulwark of Israel's liberty fell. By tbe 
mouth of throe prophets, Isaiah, Jeremiah 
and Zocliartoh. God foretold that iho 
Jews would bo cast off and remain out of 
Clod’s favor tho siim length or time that 
they Itod enjoyed his favor- Counting, 
then, lb 15 years from 33 A.D. (tho timn 
toey begun to loss God's favor), brings us 
to 1SJ3 A D., which marks the end of 
tho "double" Or duplication of llroa and 
the date when Ids favor should begin to 
return to Ihun. 

Exactly on time, in June 1373. (he 
Berlin Con cress convened, over which 
D Israeli (Lord Bencousllnld). a Jew, tbo 
Prime Minister of Great Britain, presided. 
The treaty arranged at that gat tiering 
resulted In Turkey granting to tho orthodox 
Jow» certain civil and religious privileges 
to I Cites One which they had not enjoyed 
from the time thoy wens driven out by the 
Romans. 

Shortly thereafter, the Zionist move¬ 
ment was organ!ted. the object or wlilch 
lias been to regain possession of Palestine 
and [■ocstxbUsb the Jew*. At tho begin¬ 
ning of ihe war. the Zionists Insisted that 
they should bit taken into consideration 
whenever »treaty would be made. When 
tho Allied armies captured Jerusalem ftoni 
the Turks, the British Government, 
through Its cabinet, expressed a wUiing- 
nrss for tho Jews to establish an inde¬ 
pendent government lu Palestine. This 
desire Wo* concurred la by the C ill ted 
Stares, Early in SLarch, 1913. a com¬ 
pilation soiled from London with the 
cAjmctatfoil or landing In Jerusalem and 
beginning tho new government on the 
'37th day of March, the Jew ish Passover 
anniversary; and time commission to row 
In Fhlrarino establishing tho government. 
Many thousand orthodox Jen* havo re¬ 
turned to PolciUue. Mark, then, tbo 
exact parallel: 1878 the beginning of iii» 
return of favor; exactly forty years after- 
warvl t liu Jews are tiack ln Palestine. Tbo 
Kingdom Of Heaven, for which Christiana 
have long prayed. Is here! Within a fbw 
years everybody will rocognlzo It. Thera 
to a special blessing for those who accept to 
curly. 
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
